Work on Freight Depot, to 
Cover Two Blocks, Starts 
at Once 


2,300 FT, ON PETERS ST 
BOUGHT FOR TEAM TRACKS 


Buildings From Present Freight 
Depot to Point Below Jean- 
ette Street Will Be Cleared 
Away—Statement by J. S. B. 
Thompson, Assistant to the 
President. 


The Southern Rallway Company will 
begin, in the ir€mediate future, the con- 
struction of, an up-to-date freight sta- 
tion, fronting 700 feet on Madison ave- 
nue, and lying between Peters street 
and Mitchell street, spanning Nelson 
street, which is to cost, when com- 
pleted, in the neighborhood of. $600,000; 
has completed, at a cost of between 
$400,000 and $450,000, the purchase of 
2,300 feet fronting on Peters street, ex- 
tending a distance of 200 feet below 
Jeanette street, and running back to 
the tracks of the Southern, which is to 
be cleared of all bulldings and fil'ed 
with team tracks for the loading and 
unloading of car load lot shipments. 

These facts became known in Atlanta 
yesterday and were verified by J. S. B. 
Thompson, assistant to the president 
of the Seuthern. 

These deals are the largest which 
have been made public this year and 
is the largest evidence of the return 
of prosperity that the railroads of the 
south have shown, 

Plans Now Being Drawn. 

Plans for the new freight station are 
now being drawn in the offices of the 

pany in Washington, D. C., and 
will soon be ready for the contractors. 

The directors of the road have al- 
ready passed up the question of erect- 
ing this station and it is to be under- 
taken, now, without further delay.. 

It will be from three to five stories 
high. It will be located almost im- 
mediately opposite the present hand- 
some passenger terminal station and 
will be an imposing structure. It will 
be split in twain by the Nelson street 
viaduct, which will ‘practically run 
through the depot. The structure will 
stand far away from the present edge 
of the street to allow the street facing 
it to be widened by the city, greatly im- 
proving Madison avenue. 

When completed, the new structure 
will have ample office space for all of 
the employees of the Southern, now 
housed in the Bquitable building and 
elsewhere in the city. It will become 
the official headquarters for the road 
in the city. There are some who think 
that ultimately this building and At- 
lanta will become the headquarters for 
the Southern system, though no inti- 
imation Of such a change is given now. 

Property tor Team Tracks. 

Second only in interest and import- 
ance to the foregoing announcement is 
that of the completion of the purcnase 
by the Southern of the 2,300 feet front- 
age on Peters street, running back an 
average depth of 300 feet to the tracks 
eof the Southern, which are, in a few 
months, to become the most complete 
team tracks in the south. The South- 
erh secured this property through For- 
rest & George Adair, something like 
three -ears ago, but it is only now that 
the property has been in a condition 
to make the announcement public, 

In speaking of this purchase, Mr. 
Thompson said: “Yes, the Southern 
has acquired a frontage of 2,300 feet on 
Peters street, running back to. the 
tracks. in a short while we expect to 
clear out these buildings and install 
team tracks for the handling of our 
car load shipments.” 

Statement by Mr. Thompson. 

Asked in regard to the erection of the 
freight terminals on the property own- 
ed by the Southern fronting Madison 
avenue, between Mitchell and Jeters 
streets, Mr. Thompson said: 

“As is well known, the Southern Rail- 
way Company has for some years past 
contemplated making very extensive im- 

vyements in its freight station factlli- 
ties at Atlanta; in sact, to build a new, 
modern, up-to-date freight station, its 
old freight station on Peters street, 
weet of the railroad tracks, having 
proved inadequate, and the location de- 
manding an excessive haul as compared 
with the freight stations of other roads. 

“For this purpose the necessary prop- 
erty was years ago acquired by the 
Southern HKaliway Company, the site 
selected being the property on the east 
side of the railroad’s line between 
Mitchell and Peters streets, and front- 
ing on Madison avenue, which location 
is as convenient to the city as is the 
Atlanta Terminal passenger station, the 
same being contiguous to each other. 
The frontage of this property on Madi- 
‘gon avenue wild be 760 feet. 

“Before the business depression came 
on some. eighteen months ago, the 
Southern Railway Company had com- 
menced the improvement of this prop- 
erty and constructed the outbound 
freight shed, which ts sow in use, but 
by reason of the business depression 
the construction of the inbound station 
bufiding was deferred along with all 
other improvements on the line involy- 
ing large expenditures.

The police attribute the crime to 
jealousy. They have held a letter pur- 
porting to be from a jealous woman, 
since Monday. The letter was found 
under Mrs. Culbertson’s doorstep. It 
warned her to give up her husband under 
penalty of death. 

Russell Culbertson, the woman's hus- 
band, arrived tonight from Lawrence- 
burg, lll. When shown the threatening 
letter he said he recognized the writing 
as that of a woman he once knew, but 
who had not been in Vincennes for many 
years, 

Mrs. Culbertson, who is 25 years old, 
came here a few years ago as a trained 
nurse. While caring for Joshua. Brasel- 
ton, republican county chairman, She fell 
in love with her patient’s stepson, Cul- 
bertson. The two eloped to Lawrence- 
burg, Il. 

In the shed in which Mrs. Culbertson 
was found the police tonight discovered 
papers on which were a skull and cross- 
bones, and the words, ‘‘Goodby.” The 
writing was the same as that of the 
letters.

Washington, March 24. a )—A 
tariff for revenue was the demand of 
Representative Adamson, of Georgia, 
who took the floor today following 
Champ Clark, and discussed the tariff 


bill. 

Judge Adamson proved a consistent 
advocate of tariff revision downward. 
iHe opposed the duty on sugar inclluded 
in the bill, thought the duty on lum- 
ber should be tower, or lumber put on 
the free list; favored a small duty on 
cotton seed oil instead of permitting 
its importation free of duty, and made 
a vigorous appeal for revenue to run 
the government as distinguished from 
protection for specific industries. 

The speaker insisted .that the lower 
the duties were fixed the more imports 
would be brought into the country, and 
the more imports the more exports, 
since they usually kept pace through 
long periods. He expressed the belief 
thet trade should be thus stimulated 
by means of the tariff. Of course, 
there would be incidental protection, 
but he thought protection should be the 
second, and revenue the first considera- 
tion of congress in passing a tariff bill. 

He ridiculed the claim that the labor- 
ime man and his prosperity is a large! 
factor in imfluencing tariff revision. In 
showing the absurdity of this argument 
he sald: 

"Tf the government is to take pater- 
nal control of the country’s industrial 
plantsandturn thm into eleemosenary 
institutions on the plausible pretense 
of looking after American labor, then 
the government ought to maintain in 
spectors and auditors to apportion the 
peofits on a fair basis and see that 
the laborer gets his dues. 

When the employer is permitted ‘40 
discriminate against 90 per cem of the 
people on the pretext of taking care of 
10 per cent. he ought to pay the lia- 


borer his fair share.”” |

Watson Wrote Two Notes Be- 
fore He Committed Suicide.

Despondent because of continued ill 
health, William Penn Watson, 22 years 
old, a local solicitor for an industrial 
insurancé company, drank the contents 
of a four-ounce bottle of carbolic acid 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon, dying be- 
fore a physician could be summoned. 

Watson ate a hearty dinner, and, 
walking out, visited a drug store, 
where he purchased the poison. Re- 
turning to his boarding house, he ran 
upstairs to his room and boited the 
door. An hour later Mrs, A. E. Goins, 
with whom he boarded, -hearing some- 
thine fall, called her son. The door 
was broken in, and the body was dis- 
covered upon the floor. Watson had 
strapped the door knob to the bedpost 
to prevent anyone entering during his 
struggles. A physician was quickly 
called, but death ensued before relief 
came. ‘ 

Left Two Notes. 

Two notes, one addressed to “Dear 
Frances,” the young man’s sweetheari, 
and the other to his father, were found 
lying on the trunk near by. Both 
were written in a plain, firm hand, 
and were signed. 

Young Watson asked both to meet 
him in heaven. In the farewell nuce 
to his sweetheart, which was evidently 
written but a few moments befoge he 
fell from the chair in which he sat 
while drinking the fatal dose, Watson 
said: 

“This will be the last, as I have but 
a few minutes to live. God knows I 
have loved you, and you -have never 
left my mind.” 

Letters found in the man’s pocket, 
one written by his father and another 

by his sister, were filled with affection- 
ate terms. 
The youne man wasrearedin Douz- 
lasville, Ga., an@ the son or J. P. Wat- 
son, a well-known business man of 
that place. He had been in Florida for 
some time, coming to Brunswick last 
September. To no one had he ever 
intimated his intentions. Last night he 
attended a minstrel performancve, but 
appeared distressed to the friends who 
were with him. 

The body was forwarded tonight to 
his former home.

Here con- 
siderable damage was done bv the 
falling glass, which crushed a great 
number of expensive flowers in the 
show window. 

Still a third glass, slightly 
smaller than these two, was smashed at 
Mitchell and Madison streets. This was 
in the building which is soon to be oc- 
cuplied by a branch of Jacobs’ Pharmacy. 

In the English-American pbuilding a 
number of smaller windows near the 


top were wrecked, and fragments of 
glass strewn for almost a block. A num-

Besides this not a few awnings in the 
business section were either wholly or 
partially torn away by the wind.

TWELVE KILLED 
IN TEAAS STORM 


Serious Damage Done 
Small Towns. 


Property Loss Will Reach Into 
Thousands of Dollars—Pos- 
sibly a Score Injured—One 
Farmhouse Was Crushed In, 
Killing Eight Occupants. 


Dallas, Tex., March 24.—Twelve 
known dead, property losses reaching 
into the thousands of dollars and pos- 


tornado which swept over the north- 
cas*ern part of Wise county late last 
night. Several small towns were visit- 
ed by the storm, but none were entire- 
ly destroyed, although each suffered 
serious damage. 

The general course of the tornado 
seems to have been from the west to 
the southeast. Starting at Crafton, in 
the northeastern part of the county, it 
passed to the north of Decatur, the 
county seat of Wise county, and struck 
several small settlements, of which 
Slidell is the center. From here the 
tornado appears to have tummed south- 
east, continuing its course without do- 
ing further se:ious damage. 

Eight Crushed to Death. 

The greatest loss of life occurred in 
the country districts. The destruction 
of one farm house alone caused the 
death of eight persons. This single 
tragedv of the storm occurred near 
Slidell. The farm house of Ira Rice 
was crushed in by the furious wind 
and the family of eight members pin- 
ned beneath the wreckage. A light in 
the house at the time of the disaster 
caused the ruins to become _ ignited, 
and, fanned by the strong win, the 
flames snuffed out fhe lives of the 
helrless victims. \ 

The towns of Sanger and Greenwood 
were hit and a number of houses were 
moved from their foundations. The 
Good View school house, near Sanger, 
was wrecked. In this vicinity Ben Wii- 
son and Glasgow Clark, farmers, and 
two children of a negro tenant were 
killed.

Commitlee Makes Ruling on 
Question of Taxing Bank. 
Buildings, 


INSTRUCTIONS GIVER 
TO TAX ASSESSORS 


Banks Contended That They 
Had the Right to Deduct 
Full Value of Real Estate 
From the Tax Returns—The 
Matter May Go Into the. 
Courts. 


The tax committee of the genera! 
council yesterday afternoon adopted a 
resolution, requesting the city tex as- 
S€SSOT s to hereafter allow banks that 
Own real estate to deduct only the actual 
amount of equity in such real estate 
from the assessments on shares of stock 
owned by the banks. 

Three members of the committee were 
present when a vote was taken, and 
they were unanimous. Those present 
were Aldermen Hancock and Grant and 
Councilman Amorous. 

The action of the committee was to 
settle a disagreement which arose be-. 
tween the tax assessors two or three 
years ago, Assessors Meador and Har- 
mison holding that the banks had a@ 
right to deduct from their shares of 
stock the total value of the real ei tate, 
while Assessor Ewing held that onl) ‘he 
equity in such real estate should be 
deducted. 

The action of the committee 
tained Mr. Bwing. 

The tax assessors are not obliged f@ 
carry out’ the wishes of the committee, 
nor even the wishes of the council. Al- 
derman Grant stated that if the as-« 
sessors did not do as the committee sug- 
gested he would introduce a resolution 
in council. The tax assessors are elected 
by council 

The Resolution Adopted. 

The resolution adopted by the commit- 
tee was as follows: 

“That it be the sense of this commit- 
tee that Tax Assessor Ewing is correct 
in his view of this matter, the difference 
having arisen between the tax assessors, 

“That it be the sense of this commit- 
tee that banke should only be allowed 
to deduct from the ascertained market 
value of their shares the value of the ' 
equity they.may own in any real es- 
tate, represented in the market value of 
their shares.”

What the Banks Claim. 

The attorneys for the banks which 
own the three buildings mentioned held 
that under the national banking law 
@nd the state banking law, the city 
could Only assess the banks on the 
shares of stock, and the banks had a 
right under the law to deduct the value 
of any real estate when assessments for 
taxes were made, and if a bank owned 
only an equity in a building the mort- 
@age affected the shares of stock. They 
claimed that not to deduct the value of 
the real estate was to double tax the 
banks. 

Alderman Grant took the position that 
the banks. under the law, should have 
@educted from their tax assessments 
only the equity in real estate. He stated 
that if a bank bought a building worth 
a million dollars and paid only $50,000 
on !t, onivy the amount of $60,000 should 
he deducted as real estate owned by the 
bank. 

Mach Legal Diacusston, 

There was a great deal of legal dis- 
cussion indulged in by the city attorney 
and the attorneys for the banks that 
was full of technicalities. The city at- 
torney held that Alderman Grant was 
right. 

' Statements were made by the tax as- 
sessors as to why they had differed. 

Alderman Grant stated that if the bank 
attorneys were right he would start @ 
bank for all the office buildings he 
owned and thereby escape paying taxes 
on the buildings. 

When the committee was about to act, 
Attorney Brandon asked the city attor- 
ney if the tax committee had any legal 
right to dictate to the tax assessors, and 
the city attorney replied that not even 
the council could tell the assessors how 
to assess property. 

“Oh, then,” remarked Mr. ‘®Brandon, 
“the views of the committee are not 
worth any more than those of any other 
private citizen.” 

“If the asgessors do not carry out the 
wishes of the committee,” stated Alder- 
man Grant, “I will carry the matter be- 
fore the general council.’’ 

When asked if he would abide by the 
decision of the committee, Assessor Har- 
rison replied that he would consider the 
matter. 

If the assessors make the assessments 
as requested by the tax committee the 
whole matter will probably go into the 
courts, as was intimated by the bank 
attorneys. 

The three office buildings under con- 
sideration are the Fourth National 
Bank building, the Century building and 
the Equitable building. The amaqunt of 
taxes the city will collect if the new

between eight and ten thousand dollars.

For Five Hours Clark Held the 
House While He Exposed In-

consistencies of Measure.

| Washington, March 24.—Declaring, 
among other things, that a mistake was 
made in the Payne tariff bill, in not 
arranging the revision on the basis of 
raising revenue only on every line, Mr. 
Clark, of Missouri, the minority leader, 
today held the attention of the house 
for more than five hours, in discussing 


that measure. 

Incidentally, he pointed out that much 
time would have been saved in the con- 
sideration of the bill had the democratic 
members of the committee been con- 
sulted about the various provisions of 
the proposed law. Mr. Clark spoke in 
characteristic style, and frequently 
moved the house to applause and 
laughter. At the conclusion of his re- 
marks, he received an ovation from 
bis democratic colleagues. 

"He was followed by Messrs. Wash- 
burn, of Massachusetts, and Adamson, 
of Georgia, the former attacking the 
inheritance tax provision of the bill, 
while Mr. Adamson opposed the erec- 
tion of a tariff wall so high as to pre- 
vent the people of the United States 
buying in all the markets of the world, 
as well as disposing of their sunplus 
products. 

On the Advent of a Son. 

As a prelimnary t« his set speech, Mr. 
Clark provoked the house to great 
laughter, and Mr. Olmsted, of Pennsyl- 
vania, the chairman, to no Htthe em- 
barrassment by # congratulating 
upon the advent yesterday of a son. 

For Mr. Payne, the minority leader 
had only words of praise, and his re- 
marks in that connection elicited ap- 
Plauge on both sides. Mr. Payne’s 
powers of endurance, he declared, were 
a marvel, and his nine hours’ speech 
on the tariff had made him a great 
historical person. ‘“Indeed,”’ said. Mr. 
Clark, “he has knocked higher than a 
kite the idiotic theory of Dr. Osler.” 
The speech of the majority leader he 
characterized as a superb vindication of 
his physical and mental strength. 

‘Mr. Clark also had a kind word for 
every member of the committee on ways 
and means. 

“We worked like galley slaves in try- 
ing to ascertain the truth,” he said. 

He dented that the committee had 
bully-raggwed any witness, as he said 
had been charged, and declared that if 
any witness had received an indecent 
word in the committee room he had 
provoked it by 5s own acts. 

Revision Credited te Roosevelt. 

Mr. Clark said that at the bottom 
of the movement for tariff revision was 
‘President Roosevelt. “I never had any 
delusions about that man,” he said, 
amid shouts of laughter. ‘He is gone,”’ 
he said in mock tones of sorrow. Ad- 
dressing the republicans, he said: 

“Some of you -hope he will never 
come back. But my regret is that he 
left at all, because, if he had stayed 
here you would have been in such a row 
within ninety days that you would not 
know whether you were republicans or 
democrats.”’ 

Mr. Clark said he sat in the house 
yesterday and heard Mr. Payne gay he 
had been in the house twenty years, 
preparing tariff bills. ‘My God!” he 
exclaimed, “what a set of Mes he must 
have heard in that time.’ 

Mr. Clark read some comparisons 
between the Dingley and Payne bills 
prepared by a government expert in 
the committeee. These, he said, showed 
that the average rate of the Dingley 
bill was 44.16 per cent, while under 
the Payne bill, they were 45.72 per cent, 
“showing !.566 per cent worse than the 
Dingley  bill.’’ He declared that no 
man of bad temper or bluster could 
conceal that fact from the American 
people. Many of the reductions in the 
bill, he maintained, were more apparent 
than real. 

Gold for Sugar Trust, 

Discussing the reduction on refined 
sugar, Mr. Clark said it was held out 
as a great boon to the consumer. 
“When the sugar trust received that 
tremendous blow between the _ eyes,” 
he said, “instead of seeing stars, it saw 
a stream of gold flowing into its cof- 
fers every year of the continuance of 
the Payne tariff bill... He declared 
that a man must eat sugar at top gpeed 
for fifteen months in order to find a 
nickle in his pocket at the end of that 
time as the result of any benefit that 
might accrue to him from the bill, and 
if he missed a day, he would not get 
the nickel. He could not understand, 
he ‘said, why such tenderness was 
shown the sugar trust, which he 
characterized as a criminal. 

If, Mr. Clark said, the Standard Oil 
company was not, as he believed, the 
sole beneficiary under the bill, he would 
not object to the crude oil procedure 
getting a revenue tariff. 

Cannen Explains. 

Speaker Cannon took the floor to 
make an explanation when Mr. Clark 
said he had gane to the White House 
to discuss the tariff question with 
President Taft before the bill was re- 
ported. Mr. Cannon admitted that he 
went there on the invitation of the 
president, but denied that the tariff 
was discussed, or if it was, he did not 
know it? Mr. Cannon took occasion to 
remark that he rarely corrected mis- 
representation, but it seemed in the 
present dnstance he could do so with 
propriety. In former years, he  de- 
clared, he had sat in the chair and on 
the floor, and heard misrepresentations 
“abounding in absolute falsehood, that 
have been taken for truth by the muck- 
raking newspapers and even written in 
the democratic platform.” 

Mr. Clark protested that he was not 
trying to misrepresent the speaker. 
“I sometimes thing,” suavely replied 
Mr. Cannon “that perhaps he is not as 
clear ag to the matter of the difference 
between the suggestion of that which 
is error and the letting alone of that 
which is truth, as he might have been 
in discussing the public questions 
touching the revenues.” 

Clark Wants a Free List. 

Resuming his argument, Mr. Clark

Neglect of the dairy, according to a communication recently publisned in 
The Constitution from W. L. Glessner, of Valdosta, is costing the people 
of Georgia $3,000,000 or more every year. P 

In other words, more than that amount of money is sent out of the state 
annually for dairy products which, in their highest state of purity and per- 
fection, could be made right here at home. 

Government statistics, taken from fifty southern cities, many of them in 
Georgia, show that these consume every year $22,957,4#2 , 
products made in the north and west. These figures, the Yatest available, 
‘come from a report now more than two years old; brought up to date, they 
would, no doubt, prove considerably larger. \ 

As a single item, attention is called to the fact that five Georgia cities— 
Atlanta, Savannah, Augusta, Macon and Valdosta—imported in a single year 
from the north and west 1,307,490 pounds of creamery butter, valued at 
$392,247. 3 | 

Estimating the annual cost of feeding a cow at $45, the total profit 
from the dairy products imported from the north into these fifty southern 
cities is $14,652,727, of which Georgia’s share would be one-seventh or more. 

With its mild climate, long pasture season, cheap land and feed crops, 
Georgia furnishes ideal conditions and opportunities for successful dairying, 
and there are not a few who, by the application of business methods, have 
made it a success in this state. 

With these advantages and the knowledge from- actual experience that 
success waits solely upon attention and diligence, it is difficult to understand 
why this promising and fruitful industry has been permitted to suffer such 
neglect in Georgia and other southern states.

When the special train bearing the 
Shriners reached the depot here they 
were met by a drum corps and a large 


deputation of citizens and marched up 


to the center of the city, where they 
were photographed. 
Later the doors of the jail were open- 
ed and the Shriners were marched ‘to 
the public square, where court was 
assembled, presided over by ex-Con- 
gressman Ben F. Russell, and Hon. Em- 
mett O’Neal, solicitor of the county 
court and a local Shriner, presented the 
ill of accusation. Colonel Bob Cold- 
Ying spoke for the defendants. After a 
short trial, the prisoners were found 
guilty, and Judge Russeil put upon 
them a fine of $29,.00,000 each, or 
29,000 years in the penitentiary, and 
if there were any objections to either 
of these sentences, they were to be dis- 
missed on the aceptation of the wel- 
come .to the entertainment and hos- 
pitalit? of the citizens of Bainbridge.

LACEY BOUND OVER 
TO STATE COURT 


With Selling 


-Liquor---Interesting 
Point Brought Up. 


Charged 


. 

An interesting trial on charges of hav- 
ing violated the state prohibition law 
and the city code of 1899 was that yes- 
terday afternoon in the police court of 
Z. B. Lacey, money lender, at 442 Central 
avénue, and of Tobe Pugsley, a negro, 
who conducts a cigar stand under 
Lacey’s place, charged with keeping 
whisky on hand for the purpose of ille- 
gal sale. The case against Pugsiey was 
dismissed and also the city case against 
Lacey, but the latter was bound over to 
the state court under the charge of sell- 
ing liquor. His bond was fixed at $500, 
which he made. The defendants were 
represented by Attorneys E. W. Martin 
and T. A. Hammond. 

A demurrer, containing seven reasons 
why the city case against Lacey should 
ibe dismissed; in which the city code 
was attacked as unconstitutional, was 
presented at the morning sessic§. of the 
court by Attorney Martin, but was over- 
ruled by Recorder Broyles, who amend- 
ed the charge against the deféndant in 
compliance with one of the provjsions 
of the demurrer, and ordered the trial 
of the case to proceed. 

The trial was set for the afternoon and 
consumed two hours. Joe Green, a young 
man residing at 163 Chapel street, and 
formerly a hosiery agent at Chatta- 
nooga, testified that he had bought on 
two separate occasions lHialf-pints of 
whisky from Lacey, paying for the same 
50.cents each. Green said his reasons 
for turning up the alesged blind tiger 
were purely “patriotic.”” Lacey and 
Pugsiey made statements to the effect 
that they had agreed’ that the whissy 
should be left upstairs in the room of the 
latter for an acquaintance of Lacey's, 
and that it should be called for later. 
Lacey said he told the man that it was 
against the law to leave the whisky in 
a place of business. 

Numerous witnesses were introduced 
to testify ‘to the reputation of both de- 
fendants, but Judge Broyles thought the 
circumstances of the case justified 4

Subcommittee Makes a 
Report With Six Impor- 
tant Recommendations.

The subcommittee on the commis- 
sion form of government from the 
general committee on a revision of the 
city charter has prepared a report and 
made six important recommendations.

5. That full publicity of the acts of 
the commission be required. 

6. That a board of education be ap- 
pointed- with power to elect and remove 


teachers and to provide a curriculum.

visions for the initiative, referendum, 
and recall, and for civil service ap- 
pointments. 


TRAPPED BY POLICE,

H. Richardson, wanted in Elmira and 
New York for the alleged Obtaining of 
$300,000 on false pretense and who has 
been fighting extradition in Chicago, to- 
day committed suicide when caught by 
the police in Harrisburg.

Judge Issued Order in Avery 
Blount Hearing, but He 
Soon Rescinded It. 


Amite, La., March 24—Judge Ellis 
this afternoon issued peremptory or- 
ders forbidding newspaper representa- 
tives from sending out, either ver- 
batim or in substance, the testimony 
of witnesses in the trial of Avery 
Blount for the killing of Benjamin 
Breeland, his wife and stepdaughter, 
The judge’s action provoked a strong 
protest from the newspapers repre- 
sented, in view of the deep public in- 
terest attaching to the trial.

The witness testified that, as he was 
driving Avery Blount and Garfield 
Kinchen from Independence to Tick- 
faw, they met the Breeland party. 
After passing the latter, Abdenus was 
told, he said, to.stop the team, Kinchen 
stating that he and Blount were going 
back a short distance to get seme 
whisky. Garfield Kinchen returned 
alone and told the driver to go on to 
a church, a short distance away, where 
he was rejoined by Blount. The wit- 
ness admitted on cross-examination 
that he did not see any guns in posses- 
sion of the two men. bdenus stated 
that, after he had returned to Inde- 
pendence and the bodies of the Bree- 
lands had been found, Biount. came to 
seé him and asked him not to tell any. 
body that he (Blount) went back after 
the whisky.

WHITE CONVICTS 


WILL BE PROBLEM 


Even Though a Prison 
‘Farm Be Secured 
Right Away. 


The prison commission, it is stated, 
will have a serious problem on ite hands 
in disposing of the white convicts, even 
though a prison farm be finally secured 
within the next few days. 

It will be impossible, of course, to pro- 
vide even temporary housing and equip- 
ment for 300 men on a farm by April l. 
It is said it would require several weeks 
to make even such temporary provision. 

There is not space enough to take care 
of these convicts at the state farm near 
Milledgeville, which is already crowded, 
Hence it will be necessary to make some 
provision for them until a farm can be 
secured and the necessary quarters 
erected and supplies secured. 

It looks, therefore, as if it may be 
necessary to put the*white convicts tem- 
porarily on the roads. The commission 
may find some way out of this, but at 
present it looks dubious. Should thig be 
done it would be only a few months at 
most. 

The only other disposition which might 
be made of them uyder the law is tem- 
porarily to lease their labor, but it is 
not likely, in view of what has trans- 
pired and the resuitant public sentiment 
that the commission would consider thig 
method even for a moment. . 

The white convicts must go to work 
on a farm or temporarily on the roads, 
and present indicationg are that the late 
ter course may have to be the solution 
of the problem.

thousand for each of the three receivers 
of the Exchange Bank, is what has been 
asked of the superior court by Messrs. 
O’Neal, King and Taylor, who have been 
permanent receivers of the stranded in- 
stifution. A hearing was had before 
Judge U. V. Whipple, of Cordele, and he 
took the matter under advisement and 
will report within a few days. 

The receivers of the bank have col- 
lected about 70 per cent of the money 
owing to creditors and have distributed 
over half a million. Judge Whipple was 
told of the work that had been done by 
thé. officers at the hearing and he will 
send back to the court here his findings 
in the petition of the receivers.

Efforts to substantiate these 
rumors in any authoritative quarters 
met with failure, although some moder- 
ate increase in demand for copper in the 
last few days was claimed. The price 
of the metal was marked down again in 
London today.

Waskington, March 24—Like a South 
American revolution, the insurrection in 
the republican ranks in the house re- 
fuses to be subdued. While there is 
no apparent indication of any move- 
met on the part of the “insurgents” to 
reopen their fight, it is known that no 
rule to limit amendments to the tariff 
bill has been brought in because of the 
uncertainty of the.intentions of Repre- 
sentative Murdock, of Kansas, and the 
other “insurgents.” It is understood 
that the rules committee is merely 
awaiting a favorable opportunity to 
bring in a rule which will limit the 
changes in the Payne bill to committee 
amendments. 

This rule, which probably will not be 
presented before next week, will not 
shut off the reading of the tariff bill 
under the five-minute rule, but is pro- 
posed as a means of preventing un- 
necessary delay in bringing about its 
passage As several republican mem- 
bers have announced their intention of 


posed amendments, it may also be the 
purpose of the rule to prevent such 
votes being taken 

The proposed rule would be opposed 
by a large number of republicans and' 
democrats alike, but as it would pre- 
vent votes being taken for the purpose 
of putting members on record with re- 
gard to certain schedules, it might re- 
ceive the support of those republicans 
who desire to offer amendments to the 
bill. 

Champ Clark and the minority mem- 
bers of the ways and means committee 
have announced their intention of op- 
posing any rule which will tend to 
limit the offering of amendments. The 
democratic leaders would, in that case, 
expect the “insurgents” to gtand by 
them, The consideration of the rule 
also would require the democratic 
“bolters’”’ go on record again. 

The “insurgents” believe that all the 
southern democrats who voted for the 
Fitzgerald amendments would vote 
with their fellow democrats. 

The Fitzgerald amendments to the 
house rules were put to their first test 
today. Being “Calendar Wednesday,” 
Mr Gardner, of Mass., one of the repub. 
lican insurgents, made the point that 
the tariff bill could not be considered 
until there was a call of committees, 
and that no other businéss could be 
transacted without a two-thirds vote 
of the house. 

The speaker, however, ruled that the 
qniy bill on any calendar was the tariff 
measure, and therefore the only busi- 
ness that could be considered. He 
overruled the point and the tariff bill 
wag taken up for consideration.
